dork tho man and mo uturtcil on, I stubing 
my toes against sticks and stones. We trav- 
eled on all night, Mid next morning, just as 
It wan getting grny, wo saw Bomothiag In 
tho shape of a man. It layod down in the 
grass. Wo went up to it, and it was Jorry. 
Ho thought wo wore Indians. You can im- 
agine how gliul he was to BOO mo. Ho thought 
we was all dead but him, and wo thought 
him and Tom was (load. He had tho gun 
that ho took out of tho wagon to whoot tho 
prnlrio chicken; all ho had was the load that 
was In it. 
"Wo traveled on till about eight O'clock. We 


caught up with ono wagon with two mon 
with it. Wo had traveled with thorn before 
ono tiny; wo stopt and they Urovo oil; wo 
know that they was ahead of us, unless they 
had Ixxm killed to. My foot was BO uoro whon 
wo caught up with them that I had to ndo; I 
could not atop. Wo traveled on for too days, 
whon tho men that owned tno cattlo said they 
would [iiailil] not drive thorn another Inch. 
Wo unyoked tho oxen; wo liod about seventy 
pounds of Hour; wo took it out and divided 
it Into four packs. Each of tho men took 
nbout IH pounds apiece nnd a blunkot. I cnr- 
riod a llttlo Iwcon, dried meat, and n little 
quilt; I hod in all about twolvo pounds. 
We hud ono pint of Hour a day for our al- 
lowance. Sometimes wo mado soup of it; 
sometimes wo [inadol pancakes; and soino- 
tlinos mixod It up with cold water nnd eat It 
thnt way. Wo traveled twelve or fourteen 
(lays. Tho time cainu nt Iftst when we should 
hnvo to roach some place or starve. Wo saw 
fresh horso and cattlo tracks. Tho morning 
come, we scraped all thn flour out of tho sack, 
mixed it up, and baked it Into broad, nnd 
niiulo some soup, and out everything wo had. 
Wo traveled on all day without anything to 
cat, and that evening wo Caught up with a 
sheep train of eight wugonji. Wn traveled 
with thorn till wo nrrivod ut the sottleinonts; 
and know I am «afo In California, and got to 
good homo, nnd going to school. 


"Jerry Is working In 
It is a good 


country. You can got from 50 to IX) and 75 
Dollars for cooking, Toll inn nil wlxiut tho 
affairs in tho states, and how all the folto got 
along." 


And so ends Ihis artless narrative. The 


little "inn was at Hchool again, (loil bli'ss him, 
whllo his brother lay sealix.il upon thn dosortw. 


Whon I awoke noxt morning 1 was pinralcd 


I'iriuvliilo to know it'll worn day or night, 
|>r the illumination was imusunl. I sut up 
at last, and found vvo worn grading slowly 
downward through n long tmowshi'd; nnd 
suddenly wo shot Into an opening, anil ln>foi n 
wo wero swallowed Into thn noxt length of 
wooden tmmi'l, I hud ono glimpsu of a lingo 
plno-for»ttod ravlnn upon my left, a foaminR 
rivnr, and o sky already colored with tho llrus 
of dnwn. I um usually very culm ovor tho 
displays of nature, but you will Bcareo be- 
lievohow my hoart lonpod at this 
It wits 


Hko nuwtlng mio'n wife. I had como home 
again—homo from unsightly dosorts, to thn 
groon and habitable ctmioiw of tho earth, 
livory spire ot I1'"0 nl»ng thn hilltop, every 
trouty ix>ol along that mountain river, wns 
moro dour to mo than n blood relation. Few 
people liovo prnisixl Hod moro happily than 1 
did. 
And honraforwiinl, down by lilun Cim- 


yon, Alta.JDutob Illat, and all thu old mining 
camps, through a sea of mountain forests, 
dropping thousands of foet toward the far 
wti-levol its wo wont, not I only, but till tho 
jxLSsoiignmon board, throw oil their sonso ol' 
dirt and boat and woarinnss, and bawled liko 
school Ixiys, and thronged with shining eyes 
upon tho platform, and became now creatures 
within nnd without. Tho sun no longer op- 
proMHxl us with heat, It only shone laughingly 
along the mountain sido, until we wero fain 
to laugh ourselves for gloo. At ovory turn 
wo could sixi further into tho land and our 
own happy i'utumi. At ovory town tho nocks

Tho rlay was broukl rig as we crossed the forry; 
tho fog wiu» rising over tho eitlod hills of Ran 
Francisco; tho bay wns perfect—not a ripple, 
scarce a stain, upon its blue oxpunso; every- 
thing wns waiting, broatliloss, for the sun. 
A spot of cloudy gold UtJlrst upon tho head 
of Tamalprtis, and then widened downward 
on lt« shapely shoulder; tho air houmod to 
awaken, and begun to spurltlo; and middonly
